For the theft of a pair of lumberman’s boots from in 
front of a store at Addison, N. Y.,a@ person who is 
known as the “Veiled Woman on Horseback” is serv- 
ing a brief sentence in the Steuben county jail in Corn- 
ing, N. Y. ; 

The approaching expiration of her sentence and her 
release from the jail have prepared the peaceable people 
of Western New York and the adjacent Pennsylvania 
towns for another reign of terror. 

For whenever during the last few months the ‘Veiled 
Woman on Horseback”’ has appeared in a town her ad- 
vent has been followed by a burglary. Where she came 
from nobody knew. Her identity was equally hidden. 

But, clad in black, upon a black pony, she would ap- 
pear ina town, her face so veiled that no feature but 
her flashing eyes was disclosed, and upon her shoulder 
a snow-white dove. 

She would réin up in front of the post office or village 
inn, and ask, in a shrill voice: 

“fam looking for my husband. 
him ?’’ 

Then she would ride away, without waiting for an 
answer, the white dove flapping its wings, the pony’s | 
hoofs clattering on the village street. 

At first her visits to towns in Steuben county, N. Y., 
and to Arnot, Pa., and the surrounding villages created ‘ 
curiosity only. 

“Who is she? Is ita woman, or a boy disguised in 
feminine clothing ?’’ asked the people. 

But even so great a mystery as the “Veiled Woman 
on Horseback” had to share importance with the free- 
handed burglaries which were occurring in the locality. 

No such carnival of crime has ever been known as 
that which has terrorized Western New York for 
weeks. No store, no house seemed safe from the 
robbers. 

The best men of the sheriff declared they were at o 
loss to track the thieves. ‘The Hobo’s Retreat,” a cave 
near the railroad, was searched, but nothing of impor- 
tance was found. 

Then it occurred to some one that the ‘Veiled 
Woman” mightin some way be connected with the 
burglaries. This suspicion was strengthened when it 
was learned that she had been 
seen in several small towns fn 
which post-offices had been 
robbed,

She dismounted 
before E. M. Wells’ store She 
approached the goods displayed 
outside, Then, looking about her, 

she picked upa pair cf lumber- 
man’s boots and started to hide 
them beneath her cloak. 

She was captured in a moment 
by her watchers. 

There was a struggle, the veil 
was switched from her face 
and they beheld the features of a young woman, 
beautiful but in a frenzy of rage. The dove hovered 
about her and flew away. The pony was led to a stable, 
and the woman, no longer veiled, was haled, weeping, 
to the county Jail. 

And here the mystery instead of being solved began 
to deepen. 

The photograph of a well-known character was found 
in her pocket. She admitted the man was her hus- 
band, but refused to te’l where he was, She was taken 
to court, tried on the minor charge, and was given a 
light sentence. Aftershe had been locked up a great 
change came over her. 

From a mild, weak creature she developed under jail 
discipline into a fiend, one of the most unmanageable 
prisoners Steuben county has known for years.

Waste superfluous energy nor flesh to carry him through 
the crucial test that he is engaged in. Charley White, 
who has handled many pugilists in his time, says that 
Corbett invariably wanted to make a long training. He 
insisted upon taking long runs, long boxing bouts, long 
tussles with the bag and long wrestles with his working 
partners, On the other hand, Fitzsimmons used to 
take three minutes’ exercise, the length of a boxing 
round, then walk or talk for one minute, the time of 
intermission. He held and now holds that this is the 
only way to get into condition for a boxing bout. The 
one minute's intermission then means absolute recu- 
peration. He says that Corbett’s system results in 
straininga man, He gets so that he could keep on for 
an indefinite period at a dog-trot pace, but his vitality 
goes when he is called upon for violent exercise for 
three Consecutive minutes. His training is such that 
he really could goa “distance,”” but he can’t go the 
same distance in spurts, and it is all up with him, 

The same thing is true in many other events. Lon 
Myers, the once invincible and always unbeaten cham- 
pion on the cinder track, in talking to the writer not 
long before he died, said: 

“I always trained differently from other men. I 
don’t believe in the old system and never did. I exer- 
cised my lungs. When I wasn’t running the best ex- 
ercise I could get was in singing, and I developed a 
baritone of which I am notashamed. I didn’t start out 
to get a voice, nor to become a singer, but I just did it 
to use every inch of lung that I had and make ft good 
and strong, so that during a race it would take in the 
oxygen and supply the necessary fuel to make me win 
out, There were many complaints in the place where 
I then lived that I used to make the night hideous, and 
also the day, but I have learned many pleasing melo- 
«ites during these hours of training. There are several 
operatic roles that I know from start to finish, and I 
can do them at full speed and not make a break. Still 
I can charm many of my friends with ballads from 
‘Robin Hood’ and the like, and they never dream how 
I came to learn them.” 

Mr. Myers also announced that he was trained for all- 
round athletic events, and that never in his life had he 
tried to train off flesh. Said he: 

“If you are playing a good active game you can get 
the flesh down toa normal point. Only sluggishness 
makes @ man grow fat. If he does that and gets be- 
yond the limit you must necessarily lose strength in 
training weight off.”’ 

He heartily approved of Mr. Fitzsimmons’ system, 
a+ announcei by Charley White, and said: 

“It seems like the real thing. Why train fora six- 
day race instead of a three-minute go, a rest anda go 
again? I can see why Corbett, when he met Fitzsim- 
mons and when he met Sharkey, had absolutely no 
Vitality after a few rounds. He was a gone goose. The 
work was on a different line from that for which he 
had trained, and he couldn’t do it, Itwas simply a 
case of where, after one or two rounds of quick work, 
his vital force was expended, and the short one-minute 
rest didn’t give him time enough to recuperate.” 

To return to Corbett. He now declares that during 
the time he was in Nevada, and before, when he was at 
Asbury Park preparing to meet Fitzsimmons, that he 
would run behind the best horse that his people could 
get over the sandy road for a ten-mile stretch. 

“If that couldn’t make me right,” says he, “I don’t 
see what possibly could. It made my lungs expand, 
and it got my legs good. I could go any distance with- 
out tiring, and at the end would feel as fresh as a daisy 
after a rub down.” 

Still, Mr. Corbett reluctantly admitted that he didn’t 
ieel good after a few rounds with only one minute's 
interval between and no chance for a rub down. 

Sharkey said, regarding training, that he didn’t think 
a whole lot of it. Said he: 

“I’m usually ready to fight and trained for it. Dis- 
tance doesn’t count. I’m always fit, and I always play 
to make the pace. Hard work hardens a man, and I 
have had plenty of that todo. A minute’s rest counts 
& whole lot. A man who has lived right cannot only 
get his wind back, but his strength. He’s as good as 
when he started, or should be. As for me, I like work, 
quick work, and lately I have had a disagreement with 
my trainers because they wanted a limit. They said I 
wanted todo too much work and pull down too fine, but 
it was Just fun for me to make them take exercise, and 
I keptatit. I tell you there’s nothing like feeling in 
right good shape. Then work isn’t work and nothing 

tires you. You're not afraid of anybody on earth, and 
vou don’t care whether you are going to wrestle, box, 
run ordoany old thing. You just want to do some- 
thing, and you are right for it. 

“I don’t believe in getting a man too fine, if such a

Galveston, Tex., Grand Jury Says Boxing is Not a Felony and 
Refuses to Indict Choynski and Johnson. 


TOM SHARKEY GOKS GUNNING FOR SOFT PUGILISTIC MARKS 


Corbett Tells a New One on Himself---One of McGovern’s Good Qualities---Legis- 
lation for Boxing in New York State---Gossip. 


Ernest Roeber, the American champion Graeco- 
Homan wrestler, met with his first signal defeat the 
other night, in St. Louis, at the hands of Tom Jenkins, 
of Cleveland, in a match to decide the championship of 
America. Jenkins took first and third bouts in catch- 
as-catch-can, but lost the second bout in Graeco-Roman. 
Roeber was downed in the third bout with the shoulder 
and crotch hold. : 

Had there been two Greco-Roman instead of two 
catch-as-catch-can rounds, it is believed that the result 
would have been different. 

The first bout consumed 25 minutes 30 seconds, the 
second 30 minutes 40 seconds and the third 11 minutes 
45 seconds. 

The match was fiercely contested and was one of the 
best ever witnessed there. 

As Jenkins closed, Roeber went to the floor, and the 
struggle began. It was a lively tussle, with few breath- 
ing spells until the Gothamite was pinned to the floor 
by his clever opponent. 

The second bout, Greco-Roman style; at which 
Roeber surpasses, was the most interesting of the 
three. The New Yorker went “about his work skil- 
fully, keeping his opponenton the defensive through- 
out. Roeber won his fall, but his work was so severe 
that Jenkins did not take long to throw him in the bout 
that decided the match. 

* * 


At lasta jury of sensible men have analyzed 
the boxing game and found nothing in it of a character 
prejudicial to the morals of any community. Galves- 
ton, Tex., enjoys the distinction of claiming this array 
of intelligence and common sense, for despite the efforts 
of a Governor of the State, who was as biased in his 
views as the judge before whom the proceedings were 
held, the Grand Jury, composed of representative bust- 
ness men, refused to admit that it was a misdemeanor 
to box In public and declined to finda bill against the 
defendants, Choynski and Johnson. In his charge the 
judge defined the proceedings as a prize fight and asked 
for indictments under the statute bearing upon that 
offense. In their report the jurors said: 

“The preponderance of the State’s witnesses were 
largely against the charge of a prize fight, as defined by 
your honor, and the Grand Jury has found no bill 
against Choynski and Johnson. 

“We think that too much importance has been at- 
tached to this insignificant affair,and that the moral 
and religious element in the State has been unduly ex- 
cited by sensational and exaggerated enlargement of 
what otherwise, to this Grand Jury, appears to be a 
small affair with no motive, intent or fact to show a 
violation of the law by Choynski and Johnson and the 
spectators who witnessed their bloodless exhibition. 
After these two investigations the Grand Jury indulges 
in the hope that this incident is closed.” 

* 


While the ‘‘incident is closed,’’ so far as this 
individual case is concerned, I doubt if Choynski will 
ever appear in a professional capacity in Galveston 
again. For twenty-nine days they held him upin the 
local jail, and only the kindness of Sheriff Thomas and 
his assistants made his confinement endurable. In 
their dilemma Choynski and Johnson naturally ex- 
pected the people under whose auspices they boxed to 
do something for them. One of the club officials named 
Posner was untiring in his efforts to make the two men 
comfortable during their incarceration, but another 
one, asport of the tin-horn variety named McCarthy, 
who conducts a pooiroom, never went near the men, 
and to some of Choynski’s friends, who appealed to 
him to use his influence in getting him freed, he said 
he had gotten all he wanted out of the fighter, and 
that he could rot in jail for all he cared. ° 

Fortunately, lightweight sports like McCarthy are 
few and far between. I had the misfortune to run up 
against a brand of the same article in Trenton, N. J., 
several years ago, when I only escaped indictment for 
refereeing a boxing contest in which one of the princi- 
pals was killed, through the kindness of strangers, who 
came to'my aid after the so-called sports who run the 
club had “ducked” away to evade arrest. The better 
element of sporting men know how to value their 
brethren, and Mr. McCarthy is doubtless enduring the 
discomfiture just now of being rated cheaper than a 
dirty deuce. 

* 


Tom Sharkey sat beneath the fluttering folds 
of a huge Emerald Green flag which adorns his lawn at 
Sheepshead Bay, deep in the mysteries of the ‘“‘Rubatyat 
of Omar Khayyam” the other afternoon when I hap- 
pened to mention that he would probably have to pass 
Maher up,as the matchmakers seemed cold to the 
prospect of cutting into much coin resulting from the 
fight to decide the championship of Treland.

lieve that he can take the sailor’s measure, Sharkey

didn’t take his bullet proof shirt with him and will wear 
his own face in the ring. 


Jim Corbett told a new one on himself the 
other night to a group of interested listeners. It seems 
that when he was on his way to Carson City to fight 
Fitzsimmons the ‘train stopped at a watering station 
and a crowd of Rubes flocked into the carin which he 
was seated and began to stare and make audible com- 
ments, some of which were not altogether complimen- 
tary tohim. Corbett attempted to retaliate and ina 
“stringing” way asked one nanny-goat whiskered indl- 
vidual upon whose spectre-like form his clothes hung 
like garments on a scare-crow, if the town boasted of 
any fighters who had attained a position of eminence in 
the profession now, for instance, like Fitz, Jeffries, 
Rublin, Sharkey or himself. 

“No,” sald the Rube, who was‘‘on’’in a minute, 
“but we’ve got the biggest windmill in the State!"

One cannot but help feeling well disposed 
toward a lad like Terry McGovern, who evinces such an 
unselfish disposition and manifests an inclination at all 
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each in weight by the Amateur Athletic Union of the 
United States or any domestic incorporated amateur 
athietic association, when such exhibitions are between 
amateurs and do not exceed 15 minutes for an exhibi- 
tion, andare for medals or prizes other than money. 
It is understood that Assemblyman M. E. Lewis, who 
introduced the law repealing the Horton boxing act, 
will not oppose the bill, which will be reported out next 
week. Its chances of being passed are considered 


bright. Senator Timothy Sullivan said that while it |- 


was not just what the sports of New York city had 
hoped for, yet he believed that it was the best that 
could be pessed at the present time, and he would work 
for its success. He believes that with this bill a law it 
will open the way for a more lenient measure in the 
near futare. Party leaders are said to be favorable to 
the proposed bill, and it is doubtful if there will be any 
pronounced opposition.

Of all the new men who have come to the front 
in pugilism during the past year, Marvin Hart, of 
Louisville, appears to be the most likely candidate for 
championship honors in the future. He has fought 
himself to the front in quicker time than any pugilist 
in the game to-day, and already his friends are claim- 
ing for him all sorts of distinction, nothing less in fact 
than probable victories over Tommy Ryan and “Kid”’ 
McCoy. 

His decisive victory over Tommy West stamps Hart 
as being top-notcher. No one in his class can pick him 
up a8 easy money. A year ago Hart was almost an un- 
known. He had a few fights with dub scrappers at 
Louisville, but it did not take him long to show that he 
was worthy of matches with the best men in his class. 
Since then he has met good ones, and all have gone 
down before him. 

When the stubborn fight which West put up against 
Tommy Ryan, a few weeks ago, is taken into consider- 
ation, Hart’s performance is all the mure creditable. 
Everybody with whom [ have talked who has seen 





him work are unstinted in their praise of bis style and 
commend his gameness. He is quick, clever, a hard | 
puncher and takes it himself as if he liked it.

The simple announcement that ‘‘Kid’’ McCoy | 
and Peter Maher might fight in Louisville was suf- 
ficient to raise a storm of protest from the law-abiding 
people of that city, and it is said that Chief of Police 
Hager will try to stop the proposed bout and any other 
heavyweight contests which may be scheduled.

Just at present the people in New York State 
who are interested in boxing are suspended, like Ma- 
homet’s coffin, between an agony of doubt and a sus- 
picion of hope, over the prospect of a bill legalizing the 
sport getting through the legislature before that 
august body passes into retirement. An effort is being 
made .t the time of-writing to rush the Brooks boxing 
bill, which permits boxing by amateurs for trophies 
given by legitimate athletic clubs, and which has been 
80 amended as to eliminate c »ntests by professionals, to 
a speedy passage. It has been the aim of the promot- 
ers and father of the bill to so formulate a law that the 
big professionals cannot arrange a fight anywhere in 
the State, and yet make it open enough to permit of 
good bouts between legitimate amateurs. Thisis done 
by removing the brackets from that part of the bill 
which reads: ‘Whoever engages in a public or private 
sparring exhibition, with or without gloves, within the 
State at which an admission fee is charged or received, 
either directly or indirectly.’’ This leaves the law in its 
original form. 

Under the provisions of the bill sparring exhibitions 
may be held with gloves of not less than five ounces

greedy disposition to add to their bank-rolls has taken 
possession of them. Numerous instances can be cited 
to prove to them the mistake they are making in giv- 
ing any consideration to the big fellows, and if they are 
sincerely unxious to have the sport continue to flourish 
under their auspices they will cut the heavyweights out 
and just devote their attention to men of lesser size and 
prominence. The closing of every big city to the box- 
ing fraternity can be traced to the heavyweights, and 
to no other cause. Middleweights, lightweights, 
featherweights, bantamweights and others can go along 
without attracting more than passing notice and never 
sufficient attention to warrant interference, but the 
matching of any two of the giants of the arena is always 
followed by an upheaval of public sentiment which fre- 
quently leads to the very worst results. The big fight- 
ers themselves don’t care anything about the aftermath 
as long as they get a match, but it is to the interest of 
the promoters themselves who have invested their 
money in an enterprise to see that its money-making 
opportunities are not curtailed. I may be blamed for 
“knocking” the heavyweights, but I am more desirous 
of seeing the sport flourish than Iam of plugging any- 
body’s game. The demise of boxing in New York State 
can be directly traced to Corbett and McCoy. Ruhlin 
and Jeffries may be blamed for the existing condition 
of affairs in Ohio.

BIG MATCHES 


SOON IN “FRISCO 


Efforts to Arrange a Fight Be- 
tween Jeffries and Roblin. 


M’ GOVERN STARTS FOR COAST 


Frank Erne Will Remain There in the 
Hope of Getting a Battle. 


- — 


San Francisco is the mecca toward which the pugilistic 
piigrims are turning wistful glances. The Golden 
Gate is the only place at present which affords them op- 
portunities with sufficient emolument to make fighting 
remunerative, and just at present the city is filled with 
scrappers of reputation, all eager for an opportunity to 
fight. Just at present considerable interest is being 
taken by the sporting fraternity in the effort of the 
National Sporting Club, of that city, to bring about the 
meeting of Champion Jeffries and Gus Rublin for the 
heavyweight championship. Both fighters have ex- 
pressed a willingness to have the contest take place in 
San Francisco, and the principal obstacle is the ques- 
tion of percentage to be allowed by the club. The fight- 
ers have made a demand for seventy-five per cent. of 
the receipts, which the club managers have not as yet 
manifested any disposition to give. A compromise is 
being negotiated, and this matter may be settled within 
a few days. The question of date and the ability of the 
local club to secure a license for the month in which it 
is desired to hold the contest will then alone stand in 
the way of the match being finally arranged. 

The Twentieth Century Club, which has the 
McGovern-Gardner fight set for April 12, is also at- 
tempting to match Danny Doherty, the sparring part- 
ner of the “Brooklyn Terror,’”’ and ‘Kid’? McFadden, 
to meet in a twenty-round preliminary to. the first 
named event to decide the world’s bantamweight 
championship. Doherty is considered the best man of 
his inches in the East. He was presented with the 
bantamweight championship by the redoubtable Terry 
when the latter was unable to make the weight. If 
matched, this pair will make an excellent contest, and 
will be a card in themselves. 

Tim Hegerty, the undefeated Australian feather- 
weight, is now announced to arrive on the steamer 
Sonoma on her next trip from Australia. Purser Tom 
Jones, who has been responsible for the arrival of sev- 
eral clever boxers from the Antipodes, has held out in- 
ducements to Hegerty, and the latter has finally decided 
to make the trip to America and try his luck. A meet- 
ing of the friends of the Australian was held the other 
night, and an effort will be made by them to arrange a 
match with Terry McGovern after he gets through with 
Gardner. 

Frank Erne, who has been keeping himself in shape 
at an Ingleside roadhouse, on the outskirts of the city, 
in the hope of finally securing a return match with Mc- 
Govern, is thoroughly disgruntled, and says that, inas- 
much as he can get no satisfactory answer from any 
one who has the management of McGovern in hand, 
he may leave for his home in Buffalo within a few 
days. If Erne were really anxious fora fight other 
than with McGovern, in which desire he is given credit 
for sincerity, he would have little trouble in arranging 
one, Billy Roche, manager of George McFadden, 
wants to get a match with Frank Erne, who, he claims, 
is seeking to avoid one. The Twentieth Century Club 
has agreed to arrange a date, and Roche has $500 which 
he is wiliing to deposit as a forfeit to insure a match. 
He is willing that the winner shall take the whole purre 
and the lightweight championship. Roche is so anxious 
for the contest that he is willing to let Erne dictate his 
own terms. 

Failing in their efforts to get a match McFadden and 
his manager returned to New York, and coincident 
with their departure Erne announced his intention to 
remain in ’Frisco until McGovern arrived in the hope 
that a meeting can be arranged. 

McGovern closed his season with the ‘Bowery After 
Dark” in Brooklyn last Saturday night, and on Tues- 
day started for the coast. Having sbaken the cares of 
elevating the stage from his shoulders, he will exper- 
ience the travel without the worry incident to being the 
star in a troupe doing one night or one week stands. 
On the way out he will stop at Chicago and Denver, and 
may give exhibitions. He has had Jim Kennedy and 
others looking up suitable quarters for training, and the 
chances are by the time he arrives a good location will 
have been secured on the outskirts of the city. If he 
chooses to stay right in town, then he will find good 
opportunities for running in Golden Gate Park, or out 
toward the Placideo. Just where he will go, he was not 
prepared to state. 

Terry has no great liking for the stage. He prefers 
greatly to fight, and Sam Harris, his manager, says he 
is willing to fight Erne under the proposition submitted 
to him some time ago. ‘Terry is also ready,” said 
Harris, ‘to fight any one, from the featherweight to the 
lightweight limit.” He did not tell, however, how 
Terry was going to get down to 118 pounds or why he 
does not face Erne at 133 pounds. These are other mat- 
ters. “Terry will fight before any club offering the 
money,” added Harris, ‘“‘and he does not speciali7 
name the Twentieth Century Club.”
